Yee discloses a transistor rectifier circuit comprising a transistor (170 or 188 or 
208) and a control circuit (172 or 190 or 210) functioning as illustrated in figure 9. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed August 28, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In response to the remarks concerning the disclosure of Yee, Yee clearly teaches 
that the control of the transistor is a function of the voltage across the drain and source 
of the transistor as set forth throughout the specification and as particularly noted in 
boxes 136 and 140 of figure 9. Furthermore Yee even discloses that the control of the 
transistor is a function of the previous control timing of the transistor as set forth in lines 
42-54 of column 5.
